Read a third time and paifed the Coventry road bill. 
In a Committee went through and reported the Dillorne and the

The Lord Chancellor, by commiffion, gave the royal affent to fuch 
public and private bills as were ready. 
. Lord Baron Edgecumbe was called up to the dignity of a Vifcount, 
by the title of Lord Vifcount Mouat-Edgecumbe, and introduced with 
the ufual formalities oa fuch occafions; i took the oaths, and was 
condufted to his fat. 
Lord Peterborough took the oaths and his feat; and then the Houfe 
went into a Committee, Lord Scaridale in the chair, when the pre- 
amble of Gooch’s divorce bill was began by the Clerk, bat which be- 
ing long, and thought unneceflary by the noble Lord in the chair, 
the Clerk was defired to begia the claufes. This brought up 
The i ord Chancellor, who, requefting the attention of the Com- 
mittce, informed their Lordthips: that, im his,opinion, the preamble 
was very ncecflary for them to hear read,vas there were then in the 
Houfe many noble Peers, who had not attended on this bufinets in its 
forme: thages, and who, confequently, were unacquainted with thote 
particulars which that preamble recited. His Lordthip aid, that, after 
the moft mature deliberation in his own, mind, of all that could be ad- 
vanced in favour, and all that could be adduced againit the bill, he 
was (lill of his firft opinion, that the -Houfe fiould rejeét it in tte. 
He then went over fome of his former arguments, {upporting the 
juttice of that priaciple on which he diffented from the refolution their 
Lordthips had come. to, in committing the bill. He begged their 
Lordthips would attend to the preamble, which he faid was an open 
avowal of an intended fettlement, on an abandoned woman, who had 
committed adustery. This im itéelf was improper, for he held it to be 
wroag that reward thould follow the. proof of guilt. His Lordthip 
ftrenuoufly infifted, that the evidence before the Houfe brought to 
light a palpable collution between the parties ; and that in juftice, and 
in law, that was fufficient to fet afide the relief prayed for. In Weit- 
miniter Hall, evca ia matters of {mall property, if any collufion ap- 
peared in collecting the proofs that were tequifite to eftablith a fact, 
no doubt was held by the Court or the Jury that fach teftimonics were 
invalid. Here a moft plain and acknowledged confeflion was made, 
that the witnefles were not only procured at the expence of one party, 
but that an act of adultery was committed by the otherfor the purpote. 
This hefaid was in their Lordthips minutes. Would the Houfe, then, ina 
matter of fuch moment, do that which was held contrary to juftice in all 
inferior courts—would they eftablith fo dangerous a precedent? He added, 
if they did, they would by fuch incoafiftency , make their refolutions thejeit 
of the public. His Lordihip then adverted to the bargains that hitherto 
have been entered into for the purpofes of obtaining egal feparations : 
Separations be called them, becaufe he was eonfident of more inftances 
than one, in which that fhameful—that objcene meckery of jultice had 
been praétifed at their Lordihips bar. He was forry that he was obli- 
ged to ufe fo harth an epithet, but im every fenfe of the word, the ap- 
plication of it was as juft as the circumftances. that attended it were 
true. To pavent fuch in future was h’s aim; nor had he taken up 
that refolution on light grounds—naj he agted from the flrongett con 
vidtion, fupported by incontrov evidleélice, that it was his duty to 
do fo-—and not more fo in any inftance than in the one then before the 
Houfe. His private friendthip, or his private feclings hhould nevcr fuay 
his conduct in public. Whatever opinion he entertained of Mr Gooch,
